AEROBEE ROCKET 
| FIRED 60 MILES 


| HIGH IN CANADA

FORT CHURCHILL, Man., 
Dec. 12 (UP)—A streak of light 
in the crisp sub-Arctic darkness 
last night marked the success- 
ful firing of an Aerobee rocket 
to a height of 60 miles. 

Canadian and American sci- 
entists and military personnel 
were jubilant over the results. 
A Cajun-Nike two-stage rocket 
had failed to function properly 
the previous night. 

The Aerobee, propelled by a 
liquid fuel, roared off the 
launching pad two hours ahead 
of schedule. Temperatures at 
the time ranged to 12 degrees 
below zero. Scientists said the 
rocket could be seen for three 
and one-half minutes. 

The rocket’s trail and the 
flashes of 19 grenades, attached 
to the rocket, 
in town, 12 miles from the mil- 
itary post. 

By measuring the accoustic 
angle of the grenade shots, the 
can obtain data to 


compute winds, temperatures 
and air density at various 
levels,

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Sherman Adams and Lon Hocker 
made an effort to revive the Re- 
publican party in Missouri the 
other night. If they are as weak 
on votes as they were on facts then 
it will be a long time before Mis- 
sourians pay that party much heed. 

Mr. Adams claimed that Mis- 
sourians are “going to get down- 
right indignant about that big 
bomber fellow.” This is a con- 
tinuing reference by Republicans 
to the allegation that Mr. Syming- 
ton, as Secretary of the Air Force, 
did not encourage missile research 
and development. This is given as 
a flat statement. 

As far as I have seen there has 
not been one shred of proof for 
this assumption. On the contrary, 
it is my opinion that there is pos- 
sibly no man in the United States 
who has done more to inform us 
on the strength of the Russians and 
the weakness of our own defenses.

A Task for Dr. Killian 


Two weeks ago, as a move te strengthen the 
country’s scientific response te Seviet achieve 
ments, President Eisenhower expanded his Sci- 
ence Advisory Committee and transferred it te 
the White House to work directly with his spe 
cial scientific assistant, Dr. James R. Killian. 

If the President were now told that a majority 
of the 17 members of this committee had agreed 
on a certain step to be taken by the Administra- 
tion in the effort to retrieve its scientific stand- 
ing, would he not be strongly inclined to take 
that step? We think he would. Why move 17 
scientific advisers into the White House if no 
attention is paid to their advice? 

The step which 9 of the 17 members agree 
should be taken is the recall to Government 
service of J. Robert Oppenheimer, whose securi- 
ty clearance was removed in 1954 after a “trial” 
which as much as any other single event alien- 
ated the trust and confidence of the scientific 
community. 

The chairman of the Science Advisory Com- 
mittee, Dr. I. I. Rabi of Columbia University, 
was one of Dr. Oppenheimer’s strongest charac- 
ter witnesses at the security hearings three and 
a half years ago. He recently told the London 
Sunday Times that the return of Dr. Oppen- 
heimer to public service was necessary to dem- 
onstrate that the era of McCarthyism is over 
and that a change of heart toward science has 
occurred.

Of the eight other members of the committee, 
not one opposed the idea of restoring Dr. Oppen- 
heimer’s security clearance. Seven declined 
comment, and one could not be reached. 

One of those who declined comment was Dr. 
Killian, the new presidential assistant, who was 
himself a witness for Dr. Oppenheimer at the 
security proceedings. Jf Dr. Killian thought 
the Government was making a mistake in de- 
claring Dr. Oppenheimer a security risk in 1954, 
it is safe guess that he thinks so in 1957. Thus 
there is every reason to suppose that 10 out of 
17 scientific advisers to the President feel that 
a wrong was done to Dr. Oppenheimer three 
years ago, and that 9 of them at least, probably 
more, believe the wrong should now be righted.

Our own view, previously expressed in these 
columns, is that the restoration of Dr. Oppen- 
heimer to Government service is not as important 
as a review of his case which would end once and 
for all the widespread feeling among scientists 
that he was not fairly and soundly judged. But if 
a majority of the distinguished scientists on the 
advisory committee agrees that Dr. Oppenheimer 
should be called back to Washington, we would 
be little disposed to challenge their judgment. 

It seems to us that if the President knew the 
feeling of his scientific advisers he would at the 
very least order a high-level review of the deci- 
sion against Dr. Oppenheimer. On the results 
of that review he could then decide whether to 
invoke his power to reverse the Atomic Energy 
Commission’s decision. 

The crux of the matter thus is whether and 
how the President is to find out that a majority 
of his Science Advisory Committee feels as it 
does about Dr. Oppenheimer. Whose duty is it 
to bring this information to the President's 
attention?

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Progress in Southeast Missouri 

Commendable initiative and resourcefulness 
toward implementing Missouri's new juvenile 
code are being shown in a group of Southeast 
Missouri counties. A juvenile officer will be 
employed by Cape Girardeau, Scott and Missis- 
sippi counties, and the expenses of his office 
will be shared by the three counties in accord- 
ance with a formula based on population. 

Judges of the judicial circuits are asking offi- 
cials of these and nine other counties to join in 
converting the Cape Girardeau county farm 
residence into a district juvenile home. The 
other counties concerned are Pemiscot, New 
Madrid, St. Francois, Perry, Bollinger, Ste. Gene- 
vieve, Madison, Stoddard and Dunklin. 

These co-operative methods, provided for in 
the code itself, will enable the counties to use 
up-to-date methods and facilities for coping with 
juvenile offenders, without more cost to any 
single county than it can afford. What the South- 
east Missouri counties are doing, other Missouri 
counties can do also. 
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So Ceylon Likes Mr. Gluck 

All over the lovely island of Ceylon, nestled 
close to India’s southern tip, an intensive cam- 
paign is going on to turn the once placid coun- 
try into a Communist dictatorship. It began with 
the elections in April, 1956, that turned out a 
conservative government friendly to the West 
and put in a middle-of-the-roader, Prime Minis- 
ter Bandaranaike, who now seeks to check the 
militant Marxists in his coalition cabinet. 

Right in the middle of all this is Maxwell H. 
Gluck, United States Ambassador to Ceylon, who 
had a most unhappy time last August when his 
fitness for the position was being considered in 
the Senate. He had had a most successful busi- 
ness career as the owner of a chain of women’s 
dress shops, there were no black marks against 
him in the FBI files and he was certified by 
the Republican National Committee. . Unfor- 
tunately, he revealed that he knew nothing of 
Ceylon and could not remember its prime min- 
ister’s name. He immediately became one of the 
est known men and maybe one of the unhap- 
piest in the United States diplomatic service... ’ 

But, according to dispatches, the Ceylonese 
have taken a great liking to Mr. Gluck because 
he came to them as the underdog and they have 
a weakness for a man who has been taking a 
beating. He is not, however, in a position yet 
to influence greatly either Ceylonese politicians

New Look at Radiation 

-An unadmitted but nonetheless implicit and 
powerful comment on nuclear bomb tests is con- 
tained in the Atomic Energy Commission's re- 
duction of permissible radiation levels. 

If reappraisal is hecessary for the thousands 
who work in the atomic plants or live near them, 
is it not also necessary for the two and a half 
billion individuals who inhabit the face of the 
earth? 

More than 2000 scientists headed by Dr. Linus 
Pauling, a Nobel prize winner, have long been 
saying that it is. They urge upon humanity the 
considered judgment of geneticists that there 
is no permissible level of radiation genetically— 
that any level may produce mutations, or ran- 
dom changes, and that virtually all mutations 
are harmful. Malformations, stillbirths, leuke- 
mia, bone cancer, shortened life spans—these are 
consequences of genetic mutations that can come 
from radiation. 

The very drastic nature of the AEC’s reduc- 
tion—two thirds—is an indication of how wrong 
first judgments may prove: of how important it 
is to follow up with better judgments as they 
come along. 

It is a striking coincidence that AEC’s order 
should come out:on the same day as a letter 
from Premier Bulganin of the Soviet Union 
urging an end to nuclear bomb tests. 

This is a subject about which populations 
round the globe are apprehensive. Their claim 
to protection against harmful radiation from 
bomb tests is certainly as valid as the claim of 
atomic plant workers and their neighbors to pro- 
tection from,excessive radiation on the job and 
in their homes. In fact, theirs is the greater 
claim, qualitatively as well as quantatively. For 
as Dr. Pauling has pointed out: 


The ‘maximum permissible amount’ is a 
limit of danger set for a hazardous occupa- 
tion, an occupation that may be selected by 
a few individual workers, by their own deci- 
sion; but it is an entirely unsuitable limit 
for the whole of the peoples in the world, 
with no choice of their own. 


Unless the bomb-testing situation gets better, 
it is bound to get worse as more nations enter 
the picture. Few single acts could so much lift 
the spirit of man at this juncture in history as 
a world-wide agreement that no more nuclear 
weapons would be exploded. 

Why should this be an area of decision barred 
to sober second thoughts, although the lesser 
area of atomic plants and their communities can 
be and has been re-evaluated? 

Is it not rather an area in which sober second 
thinking becomes a peculiarly awesome respon- 
sibility of the leaders of nations? 
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Civic Pride—Yes, Indeed 

The civic boosters on the St. Louis School 
Board have persuaded their colleagues to stand 
aside and permit Cleveland High School and 
other city seniors to take a $1460 trimming on 
their yearbooks in the name of civic pride. 

The best price the seniors could get from a St. 
Louis printer was $5900. A Kansas City firm 
bid $4440. Although the pupils pay for their 
own yearbooks, the Allied Printing Trades Coun- 
cil, a union group, has been putting pressure on 
the principals to force the seniors to get the 
work done here. After all, so they argue, who 
pays the principals’ salaries? This is a sticker. 
We thought tax bills paid by parents helped pay 
principals. 

H. Lee Bruns, the leading civic booster on the 
Board, says high school seniors “should be 
aware of the need for civic pride” and that it is 
“a natural thing to have a book printed in St. 
Louis, almost without regard to price.” To which 
the students might well reply: “Isn’t it just as 
natural to take the lower price—unless, of 
course, somebody with pewer forces you to do 
otherwise?” 
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I'ewer Farms, Fewer Farmers 
Secretary Benson has aroused the bitterness 
of Farm Belt Congressmen again, but this tinte 
he is on what seems to us the right side of the 
argument. He proposes a test of the plan— 


urged earlier this week by the Committee for 


Economic Development—to take whole farms, 
instead of parts of farms, out of cultivation. 

Farm Belt Congressmen naturally object, be- 
cause they do not want to lose constituents. But 
the time has come to face the basic facts about 
American agriculture. One fact emphasized in 
the C.E.D. report, a digest of which we publish 
on this page, is that present farm policy “per- 
petuates an unreal price structure that encour- 
ages overproduction and keeps too many people 
in farming.” 


On this diagnosis, the committee’s prescrip- 
tion makes a good deal of sense: Public policy 
should be directed toward a gradual withdrawal 
of farm price supports, toward retiring land 
from production and toward assisting into other 
endeavors those farmers who cannot make a liv- 
ing from the soil without a public subsidy. 

If these goals can be achieved, and if current 
towering surpluses can be gradually worked off, 
farm output eventually can be brought into a 
kind of balance with market demand. Govern- 
ment price support activity would be necessary 
Higher average 
farm incomes that would result from dividing 
total farm income among substantially fewer 
farmers would enhance living standards of the 
whole countryside. 

Of course all this is a good deal easier talked 
about than accomplished. One of the big hur- 
dles would be in the area of retiring land from 
production. Under the C.E.D. plan, priority 
would be given to the retirement of whole farms. 
In cases involving less than whole farms, the 
Government would be permitted to accept or re- 
ject proffered parcels. The $3000 linfit on Soil 
Bank payments would be eliminated, in part to 
encourage the retirement of substantial tracts 
of good land. 

As. to the nation’s 1,800,350 low-income farms, 
those marketing products valued at less than 
$2500, the committee believes they represent a 
social problem rather than a farm problem. This 
group does not produce enough to benefit by 
price supports. The committee thinks many of 
these farmers would leave the land if given the 
opportunity. Many now are doing so on their 
own, and the case for Government helping them 
is thereby made most impressive. 

The failures of our farm policies and the cost 
of those failures are a burden on the whole peo- 
ple, including the heads of the 2,101,839 com- 
mercial farms which account for 90 per cent of 
production. The nation badly needs fresh ideas 
for tackling this too long lingering problem, 
and the C.E.D. proposals deserve a sympathetic 
reception. | 
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Toward a Realistic Farm Program 


From a Statement by the Committee for Economic Development 


In the last quarter century we have 
spent well over 22 billion dollars on 
programs to help the American farm- 
er. About half was spent to stabilize 
farm prices and income. We have 
spent another 22 billion dollars on 
other programs, such as purchases of 
farm products for foreign assistance, 
not specifically designed for agricul- 
tural aid, but of direct or indirect 
benefit ‘to the farmer. In mid-1957 
the Government was holding seven 
and one-third bil- 
lion dollars of sur- 

. plus farm products. 
a Yet, despite these 

of vast outlays of pub- 
Public Opinion lic funds, farm in- 
come is declining. 
It has declined 
about 30 per cent from 1951 through 
1956. This decline has occurred in 
the face of a general, high level of 
prosperity and growth of population 
that have increased total domestic con- 
sumption of United States agricultural 
products by 11 per cent over the past 
decade. 


There is only one reasonable con- 
clusien from this: our farm programs 
have not accomplished their announced 
purpose of “stabilizing, supporting and 
protecting farm income and prices.” In 
fact, our farm programs have worked 
in the long run—as we show here—to 
make the farmer’s position increasing- 
ly insecure. 


At the Heart of the Problem 


The farm problem is complex in the 
extreme. But the basic difficulty with 
present public agricultural policy is 
simple: in trying to underwrite farm 
prices and income it perpetuates an 
unreal price structure that encourages 
overproduction of farm products and 
keeps too many people in farming, re- 
sulting in ever-growing surpluses of 
foods and fibers in government store- 
houses, surpluses that weigh down the 
very price structure public policy tries 
to underpin. 


The Soil Bank Act of 1956 should 
have been a step away from the de- 
bilitating price-income support theory, 
a corrective step into the heart of the 
problem, which is, as we are stressing 
here, overproduction of agricultural 
goods. But, like price supports, it has 
not worked to the benefit either of the 
commercial farmer or of the public 
the commercial farmer feeds and 
helps to clothe. 


This has happened because the pro- 
gram has not laid single emphasis 
upon getting whole farms out of.pro- 
duction. It has allowed partial retire- 
ment of a farm’s land. This lets pro- 
duction increase on remaining acres, 
and demonstrates that, as presently 
operated, the Soil Bank is not a move 
away from the ineffective and harmful 
income-price support concept of help- 
ing the farmer. 


Six Principles for a Basis 


Agricultural policy must, if it is to 
be successful, rest upon a firm base 
of guiding principle. We offer here 
six principles we believe to be essen- 
tial if our farm policy is to improve 
the condition of the commercial farm- 
er, protect the public against futile 
accumulation of farm surpluses and 
against unrealistic prices of foods and 
fibers and provide for the national 
well being. 

1, Our farm programs should have 
the basic objective of bettering the 
condition of the commercial farmer 
by means consistent with free markets 
and the national well being. 

Public policy should assist the com- 
mercial farmer chiefly, after a transi- 
tion period, by measures effective in 
keeping production in balance with 
demand for agricultural goods. : 

2. The underlying general rule of 
our farm programs must be consisten- 
cy within themselves and with other 
.national policies. 

Continued, high-level price supports 
are inconsistent with programs in- 
tended to reduce production by retir- 
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ing land from output use, because 
high-level price supports encourage 
increased production. 

Public outlay for continued opening 
up of new land to irrigation is incon- 
sistent with efforts to reduce output 
by land retirement. 

Our agricultural programs must not 
conflict with our international aims 
and policies, hence there should be 
no general or continued reliance on 
dumping our surpluses abroad. 


As to Demand and Production 


3. The most effective and equitable 
means of bettering the condition of 
the commercial farmer through public 
policy is the adjustment of demand 
and production. 


This balance can only be obtained 
and maintained if we act simultane- 
ously to reduce the resources devoted 
to agriculture and to let the force of 
market prices re-enter the farm econ- 
omy. 

We should act vigorously to retire 
land and people from agricultural pro- 
duction, and while this program is 
going into effect public policy should 
provide for a gradual transition to 
free markets. 


4. The commercial farmer needs, 
and should have, protection against 
forces making for income instability 
over which he has no control. 


Crop insurance should remain avail- 
able. Public policy should shield the 
commercial farmer against the effects 
of temporarily demoralized markets. 
Under such conditions, the Government 
should make loans based on expected, 
normal free market prices. Such loans 
will be a safeguard against accumula- 
tion of surpluses. The parity concept, 
if used at all, should be regarded only 
as an indicator of the relationship of 
farm to other prices. It should not 
form the basis for price support. 


5. Special approaches are needed to 
aid the low income farmer. 


The problem of the farmer who is 
chronically poor is outside the scope 
of programs designed to assist the 
commercial farmer. The approach to 
bettering the conditiédn of these low 
income farm dwellers must be based 
upon the opportunities arising from a 
growing, high-employment economy, 
These farmers need training and re- 
sources for transfer to more profitable 
and productive employment. 


6. The operation of our farm pro- 
grams should be insulated in practical 
ways against special pressures for ex- 
ceptions or privileges inconsistent 
with overall objectives. 


The most practical means to this 


end is the establishment of an ad- 
visory Agricultural Board. 

The present system of trying to help 
farmers through price and income sup- 
ports is futile, in fact harmful to the 
farmer, since his income position—in 
a prosperous, growing economy;—is 
worsening steadily. 

It is plain that further use of price 
and income supports as they are ndw 
used can only encourage further pro- 
duction of surpluses; increasing, and 
increasingly pointless, tax outlays; a 
growing miSallocation of needed re- 
sources of people and materials, and 
ever stronger pressures for disposal of 
surpluses in ways that conflict with 
other national objectives and policies, 


Price supports, and allied measures 
seeking to help the farmer by sup- 
porting his income, should be gradu- 
ally withdrawn. A _ five-year  with- 
drawal period seems reasonable, but 
having a definite schedule and time 
goal is more important than the num- 
ber of years allotted to the task. 


During this transition, or withdrawe 
al period, we should empty our gov- 
ernment warehouses of their surplus 
holdings. Whether the Government 
should hold any stocks of farm goods 
at all depends on considerations of 
national security not related to our 
farm programs. 


The Land Retirement Objective 


Our Land Retirement objective must 
be to take enough land out of produc- 
tion to achiéve the desired elimination 
of surpluses in the short run, and the 
desired balance of output and demand 
over the long run. 


Preferably, the lowest income farms 
should be retired because that would 
assist the largest number of people 
with insufficient farm income to move 
to better opportunities in other in- 
dustries. 


However, since these farmers pro- 
duce little, farms with better income 
will also have to be retired in signifi- 
cant amounts, temporarily, to cut pro- 
duction while existing surpluses are 
used up. 


Compensation to farmers for retir- 
{ing land may be in the form of annual 
payments over a period of years, or in 
the form of rentals. Authority to pur- 
chase land should be available where 
this will prove most effective. 

While the goal is that of making ex- 
isting production controls unnecessary, 
it is advisable, as we have suggested, 
to retain acreage allotments, market- 
ing quotas and similar devices until 
the needed correction in capacity to 
produce is achieved.

Sherman Adams and Lon Hocker 
made an effort to revive the Re- 
publican party in Missouri the 
other night. If they are as weak 
on votes as they were on facts then 
it will be a long time before Mis- 
sourians pay that party much heed. 

Mr. Adams claimed that Mis- 
sourians are “going to get down- 
right indignant about that big 
bomber fellow.” This is a con- 
tinuing reference by Republicans 
to the allegation that Mr. Syming- 
ton, as Secretary of the Air Force, 
did not encourage missile research 
and development. This is given as 
a flat statement.

ho has done more to inform us 
on the strength of the Russians and 
the weakness of our own defenses.

A Task for Dr. Killian 


Two weeks ago, as a move te strengthen the 
country’s scientific response te Seviet achieve 
ments, President Eisenhower expanded his &ci- 
ence Advisory Committee and transferred it te 
the White House to work directly with his spe- 
cial scientific assistant, Dr. James R. Killian. 

If the President were now told that a majority 
of the 17 members of this committee had agreed 
on a certain step to be taken by the Administra- 
tion in the effort to retrieve its scientific stand- 
ing, would he not be strongly inclined to take 
that step? We think he would. Why move 17 
scientific advisers into the White House if no 
attention is paid to their advice? 

The step which 9 of the 17 members agree 
should be taken is the recall to Government 
service of J. Robert Oppenheimer, whose securi- 
ty clearance was removed in 1954 after a “trial” 
which as much as any other single event alien- 
ated the trust and confidence of the scientific 
community. 

The chairman of the Science Advisory Com- 
mittee, Dr. I. I. Rabi of Columbia University, 
was one of Dr. Oppenheimer’s strongest charac- 
ter witnesses at the security hearings three and 
a half years ago. He recently told the London 
Sunday Times that the return of Dr. Oppen- 
heimer to public service was necessary to dem- 
onstrate that the era of McCarthyism is over 
and that a change of heart toward science has 
occurred.

The Washington Post and Times Herald under- 
took to survey members of Dr. Rabi’s committee 
to find out how many agreed with him.

Of the eight other members of the committee, 
not one opposed the idea of restoring Dr. Oppen- 
heimer’s security clearance. Seven declined 
comment, and one could not be reached. 

One of those who declined comment was Dr. 
Killian, the new presidential assistant, who was 
himself a witness for Dr. Oppenheimer at the 
security proceedings. If Dr. Killian thought 
the Government was making a mistake in de- 
claring Dr. Oppenheimer a security risk in 1954, 
it is safe guess that he thinks so in 1957. Thus 
there is every reason to suppose that 10 out of 
17 scientific advisers to the President feel that 
a wrong was done to Dr. Oppenheimer three 
years ago, and that 9 of them at least, probably 
more, believe the wrong should now be righted.

Our own view, previously expressed in these 
columns, is that the restoration of Dr. Oppen- 
heimer to Government service is not as important 
as a review of his case which would end once and 
for all the widespread feeling among scientists 
that he was not fairly and soundly judged. But if 
a majority of the distinguished scientists on the 
advisory committee agrees that Dr. Oppenheimer 
should be called back to Washington, we would 
be little disposed ta challenge their judgment. 

It seems to us that if the President knew the 
feeling of his scientific advisers he wewid at the 
very least order a high-level review of the deci- 
sion against Dr. Oppenheimer. On the results 
of that review he could then decide whether to 
invoke his power to reverse the Atomic Energy 
Commission's decision. 

The crux of the matter thus is whether and 
how the President is to find out that a majority 
of his Science Advisory Committee feels as it 
does about Dr. Oppenheimer. Whose duty is it 
to bring this information to the President's 
attention? 

There can be very little doubt about the an- 
swer. The duty rests upon the man who was 
appointed for the specific purpose of keeping 
the President informed on scientific matters— 
Dr. James R. Killian. 
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Progress in Southeast Missouri 

Commendable initiative and resourcefulness 
toward implementing Missouri’s new juvenile 
code are being shown in a group of Southeast 
Missouri counties. A juvenile officer will be 
employed by Cape Girardeau, Scott and Missis- 
sippi counties, and the expenses of his office 
will be shared by the three counties in accord- 
ance with a formula based on population. 

Judges of the judicial circuits are asking offi- 
cilals of these and nine other counties to join in 
converting the Cape Girardeau county farm 
residence into a district juvenile home. The 
other counties concerned are Pemiscot, New 
Madrid, St. Francois, Perry, Bollinger, Ste. Gene- 
vieve, Madison, Stoddard and Dunklin. 

These co-operative methods, provided for in 
the code itself, will enable the counties to use 
up-to-date methods and facilities for coping with 
juvenile offenders, without more cost to any 
single county than it can afford. What the South- 
east Missouri counties are doing, other Missouri 
counties can do also. 
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So Ceylon Likes Mr. Gluck 

All over the lovely island of Ceylon, nestled 
close to India’s southern tip, an intensive cam- 
paign is going on to turn the once placid coun- 
try into a Communist dictatorship. It began with 
the elections in April, 1956, that turned out a 
conservative government friendly to the West 
and put in a middle-of-the-roader, Prime Minis- 
ter Bandaranaike, who now seeks to check the 
militant Marxists in his coalition cabinet. 

Right in the middle of all this is Maxwell H. 
Gluck, United States Ambassador to Ceylon, who 
had a most unhappy time last August when his 
fitness for the position was being considered in 
the Senate. He had had a most successful busi- 
ness career as the owner of a chain of women’s 
dress shops, there were no black marks against 
him in the FBI files and he was certified by 
the Republican National Committee. Unfor- 
tunately, he revealed that he knew nothing of 
Ceylon and could not remember its prime min- 
ister’s name. He immediately became one of the 
hest known men and maybe one of the unhap- 
‘piest in the United States diplomatic service. 

But, according to dispatches, the Ceylonese 
have taken a great liking to Mr. Gluck because 
he came to them as the underdog and they have 
a weakness for a man who has been taking a 
beating. He is not, however, in a position yet 
to influence greatly either Ceylonese politicians 


or the State Department. Perhaps he can de 
velop that ability. Until he does, the amiable 
Mr. Gluck will remain as a good example of the 
political appointee, the amateur diplomat and 
one reason why our State Department so fre- 


quently comes to grips with affairs in important | 


corners of the world only when it is too late to 
influence them.

-An unadmitted but nonetheless implicit and 
powerful comment on nuclear bomb tests is con- 
tained in the Atomic Energy Commission’s re- 
duction of permissible radiation levels. 

If reappraisal is hecessary for the thousands 
who work in the atomic plants or live near them, 
is it not also necessary for the two and a half 
billion individuals who inhabit the face of the 
earth? 

More than 2000 scientists headed by Dr. Linus 
Pauling, a Nobel prize winner, have long been 
saying that it is. They urge upon humanity the 
considered judgment of geneticists that there 
is no permissible level of radiation genetically— 
that any level may produce mutations, or ran- 
dom changes, and that virtually all mutations 
are harmful. Malformations, stillbirths, leuke- 
mia, bone cancer, shortened life spans—these are 
consequences of genetic mutations that can come 
from radiation. 

The very drastic nature of the AEC’s reduc- 
tion—two thirds—is an indication of how wrong 
first judgments may prove: of how important it 
is to follow up with better judgments as they 
come along. 

It is a striking coincidence that AEC’s order 
should come out: on the same day as a letter 
from Premier Bulganin of the Soviet Union 
urging an end to nuclear bomb tests. 

This is a subject about which populations 
round the globe are apprehensive. Their claim 
to protection against harmful radiation from 
bomb tests is certainly as valid as the claim of 
atomic plant workers and their neighbors to pro- 
tection from,excessive radiation on the job and 
in their homes. In fact, theirs is the greater 
claim, qualitatively as well as quantatively. For 
as Dr. Pauling has pointed out: 


The ‘maximum permissible amount’ is a 
limit of danger set for a hazardous occupa- 
tion, an occupation that may be selected by 
a few individual workers, by their own deci- 
sion; but it is an entirely unsuitable limit 
for the whole of the peoples in the world, 
with no choice of their own. 


Unless the bomb-testing situation gets better, 
it is bound to get worse as more nations enter 
the picture. Few single acts could so much lift 
the spirit of man at this juncture in history as 
a world-wide agreement that no more nuclear 
weapons would be exploded. 

Why should this be an area of decision barred 
to sober second thoughts, although the lesser 
area of atomic plants and their communities can 
be and has been re-evaluated? 

Is it not rather an area in which sober second 
thinking becomes a peculiarly awesome respon- 
sibility of the leaders of nations? 
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Civic Pride—Yes, Indeed 

The civic boosters on the St. Louis School 
Board have persuaded their colleagues to stand 
aside and permit Cleveland High School and 
other city seniors to take a $1460 trimming on 
their yearbooks in the name of civic pride. 

The best price the seniors could get from a St. 
Louis printer was $5900. A Kansas City firm 
bid $4440. Although the pupils pay for their 
own yearbooks, the Allied Printing Trades Coun- 
cil, a union group, has been putting pressure on 
the principals to force the seniors to get the 
work done here. After all, so they argue, who 
pays the principals’ salaries? This is a sticker. 
We thought tax bills paid by parents helped pay 
principals. 

H. Lee Bruns, the leading civic booster on the 
Board, says high school seniors “should be 
aware of the need for civic pride” and that it is 
“a natural thing to have a book printed in St. 
Louis, almost without regard to price.” To which 
the students might well reply: “Isn’t it just as 
natural to take the lower price—unless, of 
course, somebody with power forces you to do 
otherwise?” 
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lewer Farms, Fewer Farmers 
Secretary Benson has aroused the bitterness 
of Farm Belt Congressmen again, but this tinte 
he is on what seems to us the right side of the 
argument. He proposes a test of the plan— 


urged earlier this week by the Committee for 


Economic Development—to take whole farms, 
instead of parts of farms, out of cultivation. 

Farm Belt Congressmen naturally object, be- 
cause they do not want to lose constituents. But 
the time has come to face the basic facts about 
American agriculture. One fact emphasized in 
the C.E.D. report, a digest of which we publish 
on this page, is that present farm policy “per- 
petuates an unreal price structure that encour- 
ages overproduction and keeps too many people 
in farming.” 


On this diagnosis, the committee’s prescrip- 
tion makes a good deal of sense: Public policy 
should be directed toward a gradual withdrawal 
of farm price supports, toward retiring land 
from production and toward assisting into other 
endeavors those farmers who cannot make a liv- 
ing from the soil without a public subsidy. 

If these goals can be achieved, and if current 
towering surpluses can be gradually worked off, 
farm output eventually can be brought into a 
kind of balance with market demand. Govern- 
ment price support activity would be necessary 
then only in emergency periods. Higher average 
farm incomes that would result from dividing 
total farm income among substantially fewer 


_ farmers would enhance living standards of the 


whole countryside. 

Of course all this is a good deal easier talked 
about than accomplished. One of the big hur- 
dles would be in the area of retiring land from 
production. Under the C.E.D. plan, priority 
would be given to the retirement of whole farms. 
In cases involving less than whole farms, the 
Government would be permitted to accept or re- 
ject proffered parcels. The $3000 linfit on Soil 
Bank payments would be eliminated, in part to 
encourage the retirement of substantial tracts 
of good land. 

As to the nation’s 1,800,350 low-income farms, 
those marketing products valued at less than 
$2500, the committee believes they represent a 
social problem rather than a farm problem. This 
group does not produce enough to benefit by 
price supports. The committee thinks many of 
these farmers would leave the land if given the 
opportunity. Many now are doing so on their 
own, and the case for Government helping them 
is thereby made most impressive. 

The failures of our farm policies and the cost 
of those failures are a burden on the whole peo- 


ple, including the heads of the 2,101,839 com- 


mercial farms which account for 90 per cent of 
production. The nation badly needs fresh ideas 
for tackling this too long lingering problem, 
and the C.E.D. proposals deserve a sympathetic 
reception.

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Toward a Realistic Farm Program 


From a Statement by the Committee for Economic Development 


In the last quarter century we have 
spent well over 22 billion dollars on 
programs to help the American farm- 
er. About half was spent to stabilize 
farm prices and income. We have 
spent another 22 billion dollars on 
other programs, such as purchases of 
farm products for foreign assistance, 
not specifically designed for agricul- 
tural aid, but of direct or indirect 
benefit ‘to the farmer. In mid-1957 


the Government was holding seven 
and one-third bil- 

lion dollars of sur- 

The Mirror . plus farm products. 


Yet, despite these 

of vast outlays of pub- 
Public Opinion lic funds, farm in- 
come is declining. 
It has declined 
about 30 per cent from 1951 through 
1956. This decline has occurred in 
the face of a general, high level of 
prosperity and growth of population 
that have increased total domestic con- 
sumption of United States agricultural 
products by 11 per cent over the past 
decade. 


There is only one reasonable con- 
clusion from this: our farm programs 
have not accomplished their announced 
purpose of “stabilizing, supporting and 
protecting farm income and prices.” In 
fact, our farm programs have worked 
in the long run—as we show here—to 
make the farmer’s position increasing- 
ly insecure. 


At the Heart of the Problem 


The farm problem is complex in the 
extreme. But the basic difficulty with 
present public agricultural policy is 
simple: in trying to underwrite farm 
prices and income it perpetuates an 
unreal price structure that encourages 
overproduction of farm products and 
keeps too many people in farming, re- 
sulting in ever-growing surpluses of 
foods and fibers in. government store- 

* houses, surpluses that weigh down the 
very price structure public policy tries 
to underpin. 


The Soil Bank Act of 1956 should 
have been a step away from the de- 
bilitating price-income support theory, 
a corrective step into the heart of the 
problem, which is, as we are stressing 
here, overproduction of agricultural 
goods. But, like price supports, it has 
not worked to the benefit either of the 
commercial farmer or of the public 
the commercial farmer feeds and 
helps to clothe. 


This has happened because the pro- 
gram has not laid single emphasis 
upon getting whole farms out of.pro- 
duction. It has allowed partial retire- 
ment of a farm’s land. This lets pro- 
duction increase on remaining acres, 
and demonstrates that, as presently 
operated, the Soil Bank is not a move 
away from the ineffective and harmful 
income-price support concept of help- 
ing the farmer. 


Six Principles for a Basis 


Agricultural policy must, if it is to 
be successful, rest upon a firm base 
of guiding principle. We offer here 
six principles we believe to be essen- 
tial if our farm policy is to improve 
the condition of the commercial farm- 
er, protect the public against futile 
accumulation of farm surpluses and 
against unrealistic prices of foods and 
fibers and provide for the national 
well being. . 

1, Our farm programs should have 
the basic objective of bettering the 
condition of the commercial farmer 
by means consistent with free markets 
and the national well being. 

Public policy should assist the com- 
mercial farmer chiefly, after a transi- 
tion period, by measures effective in 
keeping production in balance with 
demand for agricultural goods. 

2. The underlying general rule of 
our farm programs must be consisten- 
cy within themselves and with other 
national policies. s 

Continued, high-level price supports 
are inconsistent with programs in- 
tended to reduce production by retir- 
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ing land from output use, because 
high-level price supports encourage 
increased production. 

Public outlay for continued opening 
up of new land to irrigation is incon- 
sistent with efforts to reduce output 
by land retirement. 

Our agricultural programs must not 
conflict with our international aims 
and policies, hence there should be 
no general or continued reliance on 
dumping our surpluses abroad. 


As to Demand and Production 


3. The most effective and equitable 
means of bettering the condition of 
the commercial farmer through public 
policy is the adjustment of demand 
and production. 


This balance can only be obtained 
and maintained if we act simultane- 
ously to reduce the resources devoted 
to agriculture and to let the force of 
market prices re-enter the farm econ- 
omy. 

We should act vigorously to retire 
land and people from agricultural pro- 
duction, and while this program is 
going into effect public policy should 
provide for a gradual transition to 
free markets. 


4. The commercial farmer needs, 
and should have, protection against 
forces making for income instability 
over which he has no control. 


Crop insurance should remain avail- 
able. Public policy should shield the 
commercial farmer against the effects 
of temporarily demoralized markets. 
Under such conditions, the Government 
should make loans based on expected, 
normal free market prices. Such loans 
will be a safeguard against accumula- 
tion of surpluses. The parity concept, 
if used at all, should be regarded only 
as an indicator of the relationship of 
farm to other prices. It should not 
form the basis for price support. 


5. Special approaches are needed to 
aid the low income farmer. 


The problem of the farmer who is 
chronically poor is outside the scope 
of programs designed to assist the 
commercial farmer. The approach to 
bettering the conditidbn of these low 
income farm dwellers must be based 
upon the opportunities arising from a 
growing, high-employment economy, 
These farmers need training and re- 
sources for transfer to more profitable 
and productive employment. 


6. The operation of our farm pro- 
grams should be insulated in practical 
ways against special pressures for ex- 
ceptions or privileges inconsistent 
with overail objectives. 


The most practical means to this 


end is the establishment of an ad- 
visory Agricultural Board. 

The present system of trying to help 
farmers through price and income sup- 
ports is futile, in fact harmful to the 
farmer, since his income position—in 
a prosperous, growing economy;—is 
worsening steadily. 

It is plain that further use of price 
and income supports as they are ndéw 
used can only encourage further pro- 
duction of surpluses; increasing, and 
increasingly pointless, tax outlays; a 
growing misallocation of needed re- 
sources of people and materials, and 
ever stronger pressures for disposal of 
surpluses in ways that conflict with 
other national objectives and policies, 


Price supports, and allied measures 
seeking to help the farmer by sup- 
porting his income, should be gradu- 
ally withdrawn. A_ five-year with- 
drawal period seems reasonable, but 
having a definite schedule and time 
goal is more important than the num- 
ber of years allotted to the task. 


During this transition, or withdrawe 
al period, we should empty our gov- 
ernment warehouses of their surplus 
holdings. Whether the Government 
should hold any stocks of farm goods 
at all depends on considerations of 
national security not related to our 
farm programs. 


The Land Retirement Objective 


Our Land Retirement objective must 
be to take enough land out of produc- 
tion to achieve the desired elimination 
of surpluses in the short run, and the 
desired balance of output and demand 
over the long run. 


Preferably, the lowest income farms 
should be retired because that would 
assist the largest number of people 
with insufficient farm income to move 
to better opportunities in other in- 
dustries. 


However, since these farmers pro- 
duce little, farms with better income 
will also have to be retired in signifi- 
cant amounts, temporarily, to cut pro- 
duction while existing surpluses are 
used up. 


Compensation to farmers for retir- 
ing land may be in the form of annual 
payments over a period of years, or in 
the form of rentals. Authority to pur- 
chase land should be available where 
this will prove most effective. 

While the goal is that of making ex- 
isting production controls unnecessary, 
it is advisable, as we have suggested, 
to retain acreage allotments, market- 
ing quotas and similar devices until 
the needed correction in capacity to 
produce is achieved.

Make Your. Own Wreath 
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Here is a neat trick for 
do-it-yourself fans— make a 
Christmas wreath to fit your 
own color scheme from holi- 
dav candies. 


This is what you will need: 
a large plastic-foam wreath 
from your local store, two to 
three dozen different kinds of 
holiday candy, some fine wire, 
green net (or whatever color 
net matches. your decorative 
scheme), a nail, a cord, a large 
ribbon bow, and a heavy hair 
pin or wire. 


First, wrap the candies in 
small squares of clear plastic 
wrapping material to keep 
them fresh and dust-free. Twist 
the plastic around each one 
tightly and wrap wire at the 
base of the candy to hold it 
in place. Cut off the wire, 
leaving ends about one-half 
inch Jong. Snip off the ex- 
cess plastic wrapping. 


Cut the net Into pieces one 
and three-fourths inches wide 


Out of Holiday Candies 
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and five inches long. Thread 
a four-inch piece of wire ex- 
actly through the length of net 
right in the center. Gather 
the net tightly on the wire, 
twisting wire together 
securely to make a bow.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., 
Dec. 12 (AP)—Russia iS e€x- 
pected to direct another blast 
at the United Statee today as 
the United Nations takes up 
the Soviet call for peaceful co- 
existence. 

Western diplomats predicted 
the Russians would take full 
propaganda advantage of the 
issue in the 82-nation Political 
Committee debate opening four 
davs before the NATO summit 
meeting in Paris. 

With the General Assembly 
nearing adjournment, the Rus- 
sians were expected to use the 
occasion to sum up various 
charges they have made at 
this session. 

Under the broad wording of 
the co-existence item, Russia 
could revive its claim that the 
Urited States is interfering in 
the internal affairs of the Arab 
states and trying to sow dis- 
sension in the Middle East. 

When he called for inclusion 
of the item at the start of the 
assembly. Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister Andrei Gromyko accused 
the United States and its allies 
of trying to dominate the Mid- 
die East by military means. He 
charged the West was stepping 
up the war threat with a policy 
of “negotiation from strength.” 

The debate also would give 
the United States a chance to 
renew its charge that Russian 
supply of arms to Syria is 
threatening a Middle East ex- 
plosion 

Sources close to the Amer- 
icans said, however, that the 
United States does not plan 
any counteroffensive other 
than a brief speech. 

Last night, Sweden, India 
and Yugoslavia submitted a 
substitute for the Russian co- 
existence resolution. Their pre 
posal would have the Assembly 
call on all countries “‘to devel- 
op friendly and co-operative 
relations and settle disputes by 
peaceful means.” 

The Soviet resolution called 
for peaceful co-existence of 
states and listed five points for 
carrying out that aim. 

The United States, which has 
objected to the Soviet-coined 
term peaceful co-existence, an- 
nounced that it favored the 
three-nation plan and would 
suport it. 

Delegates believed the So- 
viets would pull back their res- 
ofution and that the new pro- 
posal would get unanimous 
support. A brief debate was 
predicted. 

The Political Committee was 
scheduled to dispose of the 
Cyprus question today ‘before 
taking up the co-existence dis- 
cussion. 

Canada, Denmark and Nor 
Way agreed to sponsor a com- 
promise on Cyprus in-the hope 
of avoiding a showdown on a 
Greek “self-determination” res- 
olution, 

The compromise would 
amend the Greek proposal 
which would have the U.N. af- 


, firm the right of Cypriots to 


determine their own political 
future. 

The amendments would de- 
lete all reference to the ques- 


‘tion of self-determination, and 


instead would express regret 
that private negotiations so far 
had made little progress and 
would call'for new negotiations.

The General Assembly faced 
a clean-up day on sundry items, 
chief of which was a resolution 
uring U.N. members to increase 
their contributions for Pales- 
tine refugee relief. 

The problem of repaying the 
$8,400,000 used in clearing the 
Suez canal had vanished from 
the assembly agenda. 

United States sources said 
debate on the item was post- 
poned because some delega- 
tions wish to study the Suez 
proposal, which calls for a 3 
per cent surcharge on canal 
tolls to repay the 10 nations 
which lent money for canal 
clearance.

which breeds in the Hud- 
son bay country and or- 
iginally wintered along 
the Mississippi from Cape 
Girardeau to the gulf. 

It had been discovered, 
almost by accident, that 
great concentrations of 
these fine game birds 
could be lured into small 
wintering areas merely 
by feeding them. Here 
the big Canadas, which 
are the wariest of birds 
in the wild state, became 
practically tame and 
could’ be slaughtered in 
countless thousands by 
thoughtless and  over- 
enthusiastic gunners. 
This slaughter was com- 
mercialized until it be- 
came a national scandal 
and was ended by means of closed seasons. 


Today I think it safe to say that our Canada geese on 
the Mississippi flyway are building up steadily in numbers 
and are, at the same time, furnishing more sport for the 
hunter than for many years past. This change has come 
about through our steadily increasing knowledge of wild- 
life management and a more enlightened attitude on the 
part of sportsmen and the agencies responsible for the 
wildlife resource. Certainly the goose shooting we experi- 
ence today is different from that of the past; yet it is still 
good sport and insures a healthy population of Canadas for 
years to come. 


We had an opportunity to see how this phase 
of wildlife management works when we went down 
to Southern Illinois last week to get some color 
movies of the geese and, incidentally, to bag one 
of the big birds for Christmas dinner, There are 
in that areas three wildlife refuges with large win- 


tering concentrations of Canada geese. These are 
at Horseshoe lake in Alexander county at Crab 
Orchard in Williamson county, and at Union 
County Refuge near Jonesboro and Anna. It might 
be more accurate to call] these “wildlife manage- 
ment areas” as we do in Missouri, since carefully 
controlled shooting is carried on at each of them. 
At present there are about a quarter-million birds 
using the three refuges and most of these will win- 
ter there. 


MY TRIP CAME ABOUT at the invitation of an old 
friend, Les Kahler, supervisor of the 6500-acre Union 
County State Forest and Nursery and an enthusiastic out- 
doorsman. He made arrangements for another hunting 
companion, Earl Presley of the Soil Conservatién Service 
in southeast Missouri, and myself to come for a day’s shoot 
and also have a look at the system of public hunting which 
is working so successfully. And that it is working is indi- 
cated by the fact that the number of wintering geese on 
this part of the Mississippi flyway has increased more than 
ten-fold in the past 15 years. 


Pres and I left his house in Jackson at 4:30 in 
the morning after a hunter’s breakfast of country 
sausage, fried eggs and a big pile of toast. The 
weather, which had been cold and rough the night 
before, showed signs of fairing up and there were 
stars peeping through the clouds as we started 
out, An hour’s drive over across the Mississippi 
and up Highway 3 brought us to the refuge turn- 
off and, a moment later, to the headquarters build- 
ing. There was nothing fancy about this, for up 
until now the refuge manages to get along with 
whatever farm buildings were there when the 
property was acquired. 


THERE WERE PERHAPS 80 HUNTERS waiting at 
eadquarters to draw lots for the pits which they would 
occupy from a half-hour after sunrise until noon, when 
shooting on the area ends. Nothing could be fairer than 
the way this public hunting is operated. Each hunter can 
make application once during the season for a specific day 
on which to shoot—and on that day he has first choice of a 
pit. Thereafter the hunters who are here tor the first time 
draw their blinds. Finally, if all the pits are not filled, 
those who have hunted before during the season have an 
opportunity to draw. If there are obviously more hunters 
on hand than can be accommodated, an appropriate num- 
ber of blanks are included and those who draw them must 
wait for another day. The fee for the day is $2. In addition, 
of course, the hunter must have his license and Federal 
duck stamp. The limit is one goose but, since the success 
ratio is extremely high except on “bluebird days,” this 
makes the most reasonable goose hunting on record.

French Menu in Plain English 


Here’s a Guide to Tell You What Those Foreign Phrases Mean 


By Hoyt Alden 


ONE OF OUR READERS 
writes in to say that she re- 
cently encountered a _ recipe 
which called for cocottes. She 
had never eaten any cocottes, 
she said, and furthermore, the 
recipe didn’t say how much to 
use. 


It isn’t surprising, because 
except among the more pre- 
cious cooks a cocotte is usually 
called a ramekin, and it’s a 
little individual casserole which 
is handy for pudding dishes, 
various individual baked 
dishes and fine for shirred 
eggs. It shouldn't, on the 
other hand, be confused with 
a coquille, which is the fancy 
name for a baking shell, of the 
type used for things like 
deviled crab. So don’t be 
frightened when you encounter 
crevettes en coquille. It’s just 
shrimp in a baking shell. 


There are those who say 
that the use of French terms 
in menus is pure pretense and 
others who defend it on the 
basis there is no other way to 
put across the exact meaning. 

But in case you've been 
bothered in places where the 
terms are used, here are some 
of the more common a la’s: 


Anglaise means merely plain 
boiled, and usually refers to 
vegetables. Arlesienne means 
with eggplant, onions and to- 
matoes, while andalouse means 
with green peppers and egg- 
plant. 


Benedictine means with a 
bland white sauce, and biga- 
rade means seasoned with grat- 
ed peel and maybe the juice of 
oranges. Anything bourgeoise 
has been stewed with carrots 
and onions. Brochette is grilled 
on a skewer and clamart means 
with green peas. A la cosacque 
is with sour cream and crecy 
is with pureed carrots. Any- 
thing a la creme is either 
creamed or with cream in it. 


Flamande has no connection 
with flaming dishes. It means 
cooked in, or flavored with 
vinegar and served with cab- 
bage. Florentine is with spin- 
ach. Gratine (or au gratin as 
we say) is something sprinkled 
with bread crumbs and browned 
in the oven. It is not, as some 
people think, for some reason 
or another, a casserole vege- 
table dish with cheese in it. 
Potatoes with cheese in a cas- 
serole can be au gratin, but not 


until they’ve been covered 
with bread crumbs. and 
browned. It isn’t the cheese 


that makes them au gratin, or 
gratine. 


Winter Storm Sashes 


_.IN WARM HUMID WEATH- 


ER we can expect sweating on 
such things as cold water pipes, 
cold masonry floors and walls 
and on the tanks and bowls of 
water closets. In winter we get 
sweating and sometimes frost 
on windows. 


The best remedy we have for 
sweating and frosting windows 
is the storm sash. The idea of 
the storm sash is that it pre- 
vents the inside window glass 
from becoming chilled and if 
the glass isn’t chilled, we won't 
get sweating. Sometimes, how- 
ever, even with storm windows, 


: we get sweating. 


If the sweating occurs on 
the inside window then it’s 
usually because the storm 
sash isn’t properly fitted and 
cold air is leaking around 
the joints to chill the inside 
sash. Sealing the edges of the

If this fails, the best thing 
to do is to open the little vent 
found on the lower part of the 
storm sash frame. If there is no 
such vent, try drilling a 44-inch 
hole at the top and bottom of 
the storm sash. These openings 
will allow the moist air trapped 
between the storm and inside 
sash to flow outside. 


It will also help matters, of 
course, if you reduce the 
moisture content of the air in 
the room. Sweating of windows 
will become greater as the out- 
side air temperature becomes 
lower or as the inside air wa- 
ter content becomes higher. If 
you have a very high inside air 
moisture and a very cold out- 
side temperature, sweating on 
storm sashes may be very diffi- 

cult. to correct.

Theater the other night, a 
half-hour filmed show I’m not 
exactly crazy about, in which 
Jack Lemmon was playing the 
part of an ex-Navy lieutenant 
who is accused of stealing a 
destroyer escort worth $5,- 
000,000.

Well, it’s a funny idea and 
they got a few mild chuckles 
out of Lemmon trying to find 
so large an object as a wWar- 
ship. And I fell to thinking 
how much service humor was 
around these days. There are 
a couple of movies—‘‘Don’t Go 
Near the Water” and “Oper- 
ation Mad Ball’’—that explore 
service humor from several 
aspects On television is the 
wildly popular Sergeant Bilko. 
Some seasons back there was 
“No Time for Sergeants.” The 
other day I found my kids 
watching Abbott and Costello 
in one of their old army rou- 
tines on film. 

Army humor Is about as 
reliably surefire as anything 
you can name. I recall a 
hundred-year-old cartoon ‘in 
“Punch” showing two of 
Wellington’s—I think it was 
Wellington’s—r agged and 
starved soldiers, one reading 
from a newspaper: “It says 
here we’re to get a medal. 
It could have been drawn 
by Bill Mauldin for a much 
more recent war.

Some, who have shown extreme aptitude, are 
able to continue into high school where they 
study with pupils having normal hearing. Others 
enter schools specializing in trade or business 
courses. And some go from Gallaudet into occu- 
pations. 

Gallaudet wants its pupils to make as com- 
plete an adjustment to living tn a world of per- 
sons who can hear as possible. For this reason 
sign language is not taught. 


“The difficulty with sign language,” Mangan 
said, “is that it tends to limit its users to com- 
municating with others who are deaf.” 

Lip reading enables them to communicate 
with persons who can hear. Many learn sign 
language after leaving school, the principal con- 
ceded, and this may prove helpful in their asso- 
ciations with other deaf persons. 

Gallaudet uses auditory aids—record players 
with headphones—which help the child to use 
whatever residual hearing he has. Objects, tiny 
cars, toy animals and such things, are used to 
help the child capitalize on his sense of seeing, 
while learning words—what they mean and how ium 
to say them. 

The visual alertness of the pupils at Gallaudet 
is striking. Their eyes dance and dart about 


he con- 


constantly helping the pup!l compensate some- 
what for his inability to hear. 

Arithmetic is one of the favorite subjects, 
Mangan said. The pupils can learn its computa- 
tional aspects without too much dependence on 
language. In fact, this desire to deal with con- 
crete things is pretty generally the case. 

It is the realm of the abstract, where words 
express ideas rather than objects, which is’ most 
troublesome, the principal explained. 

In talking with deaf pupils, persons with 
normal hearing tend to exaggerate their lip 
movements. Rather, Mangan said, the emphasis 
should be on careful enunciation. 

Of course, such mannerisms as putting the 
hand to the mouth can throw the deaf child for 
a loss and is one of the things persons should 
try to avoid when talking with a deaf child. 

The teachers are dedicated to their task. 
Mangan smiled in talking about the popular 
misconception that working with their pupils 
might be depressing or discouraging. 


“On the contrary, he said. “Once a teacher 
gets the feel of our school, you would have 
difficulty getting her to teach in any other. 
She enjoys a deep sense of accomplishment 
when she sees her pupils, despite handicap, 
learning the things other pupils with normal 
hearing are learning.” 


Reading plays a big part in the teaching at 
Gallaudet. Throughout his life, the deaf child 
will depend a great deal on reading for much 
of his contact with the world in which he lives 
and it is important that the child understands 
exactly what words mean. 


As an example, Mangan explained, in his 
early days of teaching he unfortunately used 
the words “rock” and “stone” interchangeably. 

“You can imagine the consternation one of 
my pupils suffered when we talked one day 
about how nice it is to “rock the baby’’—con- 
siderably different than suggesting we “stone 
the baby.”
